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— IMPORTANT — 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and 
comply with them. 


Assessors to give notice to bring in lists of taxable prop-| 
erty; if no lists are brought in, no claim for abatement. 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to all persons, liable of taxation 
in the municipality, to furnish to the assessors true and per- 
fect lists of their polls and all their estates, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they were possessed on the Ist day of 
April of the same year. 


The notice to residents may be given by posting notifica- 
tions in some public place in the municipality, or in such other 
way as the municipality directs. 


The notice to non-resident owners may be by mail di- 
rected to the last known address of the taxpayer, or by any | 
other method that provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, 
he is hereby barred of his right to make application to the 
assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he furnishes such list with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to furnish it at the time ap- 
pointed. 


The assessors or any of them may require the person fur- 
nishing the list to make oath of its truth, which oath any of 
them may administer, and any of them may require him to 
answer in writing all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation 
and value of his property liable to be taxed in the state; and a 
refusal or neglect to answer such inquiries and subscribe the 
same, bars an appeal to the county commissioners, but such a 
list and answers shall not be conclusive upon the assessors.

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COMMENTS 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements and count of cash... 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of 
confirmation were used on a test basis, to verify the correct- 
ness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sour- 
ces was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of 
town meetings, as pertained to financial matters, were check- 
ed. Surety bond coverage was determined. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $2,135.66 was lapsed to unappropri- 
ated surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $ 10,040.09 
Overdrafts 7,904.43 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 2,135.66 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the miscellane- 
ous and town poor accounts less overdrafts in highway and 
interest accounts were the major factors contributing to the 
net unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 


The voters authorized transfers from accounts with bal- 
ances to accounts that had overdrafts at the end of the fiscal 
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year. Such transfers have been omitted in this report for 
clarity purposes and all departmental balances, except those 
carried forward, are lapsed directly to surplus with the same 
resulting effect. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fin- 
ancial statements: 


ASSETS .... The general cash balance of $20,602.85 was 
on deposit in the First Bank of Lewiston, Maine at December 
31, 1969. Petty cash of $100.00 was on hand with the tax col- 
lector. 


Taxes receivable totaling $97,335.18 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $96,593.28. The remaining 
balance of $741.90 was for prior years’ accounts dating from 
1965. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to §$2,- 
245.49 and $2,605.33 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... General 
fund liabilities included a 1970 tax anticipation loan of $40,- 
000.00 and payroll deductions of $4,380.54 due governmental 
agencies. 


The departmental accounts showed an unexpended bal- 
ance of $19,908.71, representing various operating account 
balances carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


Excise tax revenue of $1,622.21 is reserved for allocation 
by the townspeople. 


“Matured trust fund investment proceedings of $10,000.00 
are contained in the general fund pending future investment. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $47,086.79, an 
increase of $140.50 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed 
less an authorized transfer to assist in financing an addition 
to the town office. ) 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS .... The trust fund 
principals amounted to $21,470.78 and unexpended income was 
7,152.55. These funds were on deposit in various savings 
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“banks and invested in stocks. A $10,000.00 U. S. Treasury 
Bond matured in 1969 and is on deposit in the general fund 
checking account ‘bending reinvestment. 


The Alvan Bolster Ricker Memorial Tibrary and Com- 
munity House Fund balance.total $10,826.53 at the year end. 
These funds were represented by deposits in the First Bank 
-and The. People’s Savings-Bank, Lewiston, Maine.

TOWN MANAGER’S LETTER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
the Town of Poland: 


Some of the highlights of the year of 1969 were, of course, 
the two disastrous storms of February, another try at the 
annexation of Black and Megquier Islands to Oxford and the 
passage of the Fiscal Year bill in the 104th Legislature and the 
final defeat of the bill in the Special Sesison. 


It would seem that a third attempt to change the status of 
the Islands would not be attempted in the near future. 


The Fiscal Year bill would have meant a terrible disrup- 
tion of the Statutes concerning assessing, tax liens, town meet- 
ings, the total tax load increase, etc. Most the municipalities of 
the State were opposed to this bill and by making their op- 
position known, had the bill rescinded. 


We are pleased with the new addition to the Town Office 
and appreciate the accord and pleasure with which most peo- 
ple who have seen it view the addition. It will mean much more 
ease of operation. 


The Town has been hit where it hurts by the closing of 
Rogers Fibre Co. and the loss of the Job Corps Center at Po- 
land Springs. Both have meant loss of jobs and will probably 
mean a loss in tax value. 


We were successful in building about two and a quarter 
miles of road. Some under Town Road Improvement funds 
and some special money. The roads of Poland are usually 


tough to build because of so many big rocks that have to be - 


removed. We did not get as much tarring done as we would 


have liked but hope to have a more extended course of work - 


this year There are many roads that need to be retarred. 


The 175th anniversary of the Town of Poland is coming 
up and a good many plans are being made for the celebration. 
The Town has a history to be proud of and an effort is being 
made to perhaps boast a little. It is hoped that all citizens may 
take part in the celebration. 
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It has been a pleasure to have served you and I wish to 
give my sincere thanks to all the Citizens, employees, members 
of the different Boards and especially to the Board of Select- 
men for the help I have received.

WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


White Pine Blister Rust is of real importance in Maine. 
It is a fatal fungus disease of whitepine — a tree of great value 
to the State and towns. Blister rust control work is well esta- 
blished over much of the southern third of the State. Poland 
should give serious consideration to the benefits of continued 
protection of pine in its area. 


Poland has 10,369 acres of pine now needing and justifying 
protection. Control work involves the working of these pine 
stands plus surrounding protective strips so that a total of 
19,938 acres needs to be worked. This year we recommend 
that Poland provide for control work on roughly 1,654 acres 
by voting an appropriation of $200.00 to be expended by the 
State in its cooperative control program with towns. Any 
additional acreage needing work can be provided for by suc- 
ceeding appropriations. Other pine which may occur consists 
of stands which have had control work or are composed of pine 
too sparse to justify control. 


Control work was last done in the above area in 1960. 
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Present work needed is either to establish control in new 
areas or to re-establish control due to increased infection 
chances since the last work. Once control is established it is 
usually 9-10 years before re-working is necessary. 


Without control of blister rust there would be little future 
pine resource. Control is good business in protecting this na- 
tural resource of a town with its consequent effects on taxes 
received through forest valuations. 


The values involved can be seen in the fact that the well- 
stocked stand of white pine on a good site and well managed for 
best growth can grow 500 board feet per acre per year. 


Total costs of protection are low - to the town it amounts to 
pennies in relation to the pine crop dollar produced because a 
town appropriation is approximately matched by Federal-State 
funds for direct control work. In the overall program costs in 
this Federal-State-Town cooperative control program, muni- 
cipal funds amount to about 25% of the total. 


The key to blister rust control rests in the fact that the 
disease fungus lives alternately on white pine trees and cur- 
rans bushes. Infection from one white pine to another is im- 
possible. A period of time must be spent on the leaves of cur- 
rant bushes. Control is carried out by eliminating currant 
plants growing in and around white pine stands. Small sizes or 
reproduction of white pine suffer the worst damage, although 
pines of all sizes are attacked. Losses of small pines are 
rather inconspicuous but seriously deplete the future  re- 
source. The general policy is to protect natural stands of white 
pine five acres and up in size, plantation stands of two acres 
and up. 


In order for a town to have a control program it must 
provide an appropriation to cover part of the costs. To realize 
control benefits, your town should make provisions for voting 
the above recommended appropriation for this year’s control | 
work. |

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
ALVAN BOLSTER RICKER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
AND COMMUNITY HOUSE 


To The Citizens of The Town of Poland: 


We the Trustees of the Alvan Bolster Ricker Memorial 
Library and Community House take pleasure in presenting our 
eighth annual report. At the last Town Meeting, Mr. Roger 
Gowell was re-elected to serve another five year term. 


At our first Trustee’s meeting the following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: 


Mr. Willard Stone Chairman 
Mr. William Flynt Treasurer 
Mrs. Charlotte Walker Secretary 


The Library has had a very busy year as the accompany- 
ing statistical record will indicate. In a comparison of the latest 
available statistics with the other libraries of the state, we 
found that of the 184 libraries in towns with population from 
0-4,999 only 9 exceeded this library in gross circulation, while 
in per capita circulation only four out of 221 libraries exceed- 
ed the Alvan Bolster Ricker Memorial Library. 


Registration is up nearly 39%. Of 408 persons registered 
in 1969, 132 were non-residents. Re-registrations accounted 
for 136 of these. Our approximate total registration is at 
present over 1000. 


The Library collection now consists of 8855 volumes. Of 
these, 458 were purchased this year and 143 were gifts. 


During the summer a Friends of the Library group began 
holding meetings and was formerly organized in the fall with 
Rev. Mr. James Fletcher as president and Mrs. Richard Clif- 
ford as Secretary. Having no official capacity in the admin- 
istration of the Library, it is expected that they will be able 
to assist us with some of the services to the community. 


National Library Week was observed April 20-26 with 
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an exhibit of works of art from residents of the area. Divided 
into categories by age group a total of 73 artists submitted 
their work. On April 27, an open house was held in celebration 
of 5 complete years of operation. Miss Ruth Hazeltine, State 
Librarian was the featured speaker. At that time awards were 
presented to the artists selected by a panel of judges. Nearly 
100 persons attended the celebration. 


The Children’s Program under the capable direction of 
Mrs. Madelene Conant was active as usual. The first event 
for 1969 was a model car exhibit open to all ages. Thirteen 
exhibited their models and they were judged for neatness, 
care in assembly, overall appearance, and the number of parts 
involved. 


A six week summer reading program ended August 9th. 
The theme of the program was: “Read your way down the 
Allagash’”. A map ‘drawn of the river showed tents placed 
along its course. A canoe was given to each child, and after 
reading two books it would be moved down the river to the 
next camping sight. It took eighteen books to finish the course. 
A party for the winners was held at the Library with eon 
and refreshments. 


The 50th National Children’s Book Week was observed 
from November 16 to 22. Children’s Art was the major fea- 
ture of the week. The art work was based on a book from 
the library. All ages participated. A total of 29 pictures were 
entered. In addition to these drawings nearly 100 new books 
were on display. 


The Head Start children visited us for a special story 
hour twice during the year. 


The Community House was in use a total of 174 days 
with 264 meetings or programs. The Garden Club held their 
annual flower show in August. The Friends of the Library — 
held a Handcraft Show in Sept. Two art Courses were con- 
ducted. One in basic drawing taught by Mrs. William Flynt 
was especially successful, a second in Oragami was also well 
attended. 


A new 16 millimeter projector was purchased this year. 
Plans for extensive use of this are being made for 1970. 
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In May Mrs. Dorothy Gary joined our staff as a part 
time assistant. She replaces Mrs. Norma Dunn who served 
very capably until she felt it necessary to resign. 


It is hoped that in 1970 more time can be devoted to 
the fuller use of the Community House facilities. In the past 
all efforts were taken to insure the smooth operation of the 
Library proper but with this functioning with greater ease 
our staff feels it will be able to plan and implement a more 
extensive community house program.

TO: Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Poland. 


The town’s major problem again this year is spiraling 
costs of education. It is little or no consolation to the taxpayer 
to see nearly every community in the state experiencing the 
same financial pains we are suffering. 


The last state legislature provided more money than ever 
before for support of the total state educational system. In a 
very general way, large cities and towns fared better than did 
smaller units. 


Our largest cost increases are reflected in the tuition ac- 
count. Allowable tuition rates have increased beyond anything 
we have ever seen. In normal years, a 5% increase in cost for 
each student fell within reasonable limits for the following 
year’s tuition rate. In the three large receiving units that are 
educating Poland student, costs from last year to this year 
increased per student by $156, $80 and $50. Yet, it is very 
doubtful if we could furnish equal education for the same or 
a lesser amount if we were to combine with other educational 
units. Major capital outlay for buildings to house these stu- 
dents would be a staggering amount; and then would come op- 
erational costs. 


A study has been started with Auburn, Mechanic Falls, 
and Minot. Legislature was in session from January to July 
1969. So many factors were dependent upon legislation, that 
the financial aspect would have been impossible to compute. 
It was not until August that we knew our subsidy support. At 
the time of writing this report, the subsidy rate for the 1970 
is still in the hands of the legislature. The financial study re- 
port was prepared at our office and copies were provided to 
our Board members and also to the Superintendent’s Office in ~ 
Auburn. With a new budget in all four units being voted upon 
this spring, the entire study has to be revised and updated. 
However, the debt service portion will need very little revising. 


Encompassing a total district study are also the follow- 
ing factors: school population growth, expansion of or new 
school facilities, transportation. One very important factor will 
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be arriving at a percent sharing of costs figure which would 
seem equitable to all four units. This would be the greatest ob- 
stacle in the formation of a district. 


Our students attending high schools in the area did ex- 
ceptionally well. Miss Joan Emery took seventh honors at E- 
ward Little in a graduating class of 455 students. Andrew 
Johnson and Thomas Reilly were valedictorian and salutatori- 
an respectively at Gray-New Gloucester High School. 


Poland Community School has experienced a very suc- 
cessful year in spite of high teacher turn-over. Our students 
entering junior high schools are on good academic footing, 
although it is a little difficult at the outset for some to make 
the adjustment to the larger sysems. 


The school experienced the loss, by death, of two wonder- 
ful teachers. It is an odd coincidence that one was a teacher 
of long teaching experience while the other was a beginning 
teacher. 


Miss Charline Perkins, grade 1, passed away in early April. 
She had come to us in September, 1968. Her family presented 
to the school a magnificent oil painting which is appropriately 
displayed in the main corridor. Miss Perkins had become a 
very effective teacher in that short span of time. 


Mrs. Stella Lane began her career in Minot in 1922. From 
1925 until her death in October, 1969 she taught in the Poland 
system with an interruption of service between 1929 and 1945. 
She will be missed both at school and in the community. 


It has been a pleasure for me to serve your community 
and again, I have found cooperation in all phases of my work.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


‘The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
‘Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as dis- 
bursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confir- 
mation were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of 
recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was examined and checked to pertinent records. Records of 
the town meeting, as they pertained to financial matters, were 
reviewed. Trust fund transactions were checked. Insurance 
and surety bond coverages were determined. 


COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that an unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $4,468.41 was lapsed to unappropri- 
ated surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $ 11,921.31 
Overdrafts 7,452.90 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 4,468.41 


The overlay and an unexpended balance in the administration 
account less overdrafts in highway accounts were the major 
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factors contributing to the net unexpended departmental bal- 
ance lapsed. 


The voters authorized transfers from accounts with balances 
to accounts that had overdrafts at the end of the fiscal year. 
Such transfers are not shown in this report for clarity pur- 
poses and all departmental balances, except those carried for- 
ward, are lapsed directly to surplus with the same resulting ef- 
fect. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: 


ASSETS .... The general cash balance was $23,383.54 at the 
year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the cash bal- 
ance was confirmed by the depository. Petty cash of $100.00 
was on hand with the tax collector. 


Taxes receivable totaling $86,369.69 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $84,548.11. The remaining 
balance of $1,821.58 was for prior years’ accounts dating from 
1965. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to §$3,- 
103.67 and $3,468.94 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS. .. .General Fund 
liabilities included a 1971 tax anticipation loan of $45,000.00 
and payroll deductions of $4,168.26 due governmental agen- 
cies. 


Unexpended departmental account balances totaling $41,- 
618.79 are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with customary practice. In this respect, it is suggested that 
the voters stipulate annually the account balances that are to — 
be carried forward. 


Excise tax revenue of $1,510.29 is reserved for allocation by | 
the townspeople. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $41,618.79, a decrease 
of $5,468.00 for the year. This change was occasioned princi- 
pally by.a transfer for snow removal less the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS .... The trust fund princi- 
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pals amounted to $21,470.78 and unexpended income was $7,- 
125.92. These funds were on deposit in various savings banks 
and/or invested in stocks. A sum of $60.00. is in the general 
fund account pending disposition. 


‘The Alvan Bolster Ricker Memorial Library and Community 
House Fund balance totaled $12,943.73 at the year end. These 
funds were represented by deposits in the First Bank and the 
People’s Savings Bank, Lewiston, Maine. 


GENERAL... . The use of excise tax revenue for numerous 
operating purposes and a transfer from surplus for snow re- 
moval were authorized by the townspeople at the annual and 
special town meetings. 


It is recommended that supplemental taxes be committed to 
the tax collector by the assessors as provided for by statute.

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TOWN MANAGER’S LETTER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Poland: 


It is with pleasure that I herewith report on the business 
of the Town of Poland as of December 31, 1970. 


It has been a progressive year and a progressive decade 
for the town. The 1970 census shows that the town has an in- 
creased population of 468 in the last ten years as compared to 
21 for the previous ten years. It proves to me that Poland has 
something to offer to people, to have such an increase and 
such an influx of people from the cities. 


The year 1970 was, of course, highlighted by the 175th 
Anniversary on July 21, at which time we had a parade, which 
was an excellent one, plenty of good food, amusements, speak- 
ers, Senator Muskie, a dance and etc. Everyone seemed to en- 
joy themselves in spite of the torrid heat wave. I think we 
should say ‘Thank You” to the people who worked so hard 
to make the celebration a success. 


In 1970 we had quite a lot of road construction, tarring 
and bush removal. The bush removal was by both cutting and 
spraying, and it is questionable on whether we are going to 
be allowed to continue spraying because of the environmental 
hazards involved. We had a pretty good season for tarring 
and patching, but at the last end had trouble getting tar for 
first coat application on new roads. This was occasioned by 
the fact that the tar comes from the process of making steel. 
The making of steel requires coke which is made from coal 
and the tar is a by-product. The cost of bunker oil increased 
to the steel mills, so they started burning the tar instead. That 
is the reason for the short supply. 


Our other road accounts have been overdrawn principally 
by the increased costs of repairs, increase in wages and more 
exacting demands by the public for more service. A winter 
road today has to be passable at all times, according to de- 
mand. And we have just been hit by another demand. Route 
26 through Poland Corner is going to have to be taken over 
from the State Highway Commisison to be plowed, sanded, and 
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salted to State Highway specifications because we now have a 
population of over 2,000 people. 


In the last year the Town of Poland has become involved 
in the Food Stamp Program, which has done a lot of good for 
a lot of people, but like any other welfare program, it is abus- 
ed to a certain extent. But I feel it is better than Surplus Com- 
modities, a lot of which wound up on the town dump. 


I have been successful in collecting quite a number of 
back taxes and am still in the process of collecting more. Some 
need to be abated because there is nothing or anyone to col- 
lect from. But the picture has improved. 


For the future, I would recommend that the Town give 
serious consideration to the approval of the Comprehensive 
Plan as set up by the Dickson Associates and approved by the 
Planning Board. A growing town needs to be guided in the 
best path to follow by some serious planning and consideration 
of what is best for your town.

FIRE REPORT 1970 


The Fire Department faced the worst fire ear since de- 
partment records have been kept. We did see a reduction of 
accidents requiring the use of the Rescue Unit the past year. 


Four commercial high band radios were purchased with 
the $1,000.00 raised last year which was matched by the De- 
partment and Auxiliary. ° 


It has been impossible to increase our equipment due to 
the tremendous increase in fire calls which resulted in a small 
overdraft. 


Through the co-operation of the Poland Telephone Co. a 
Red Phone network has been installed so that emergency calls 
ring at seven locations to insure 24 hour coverage. This num- 
ber is 998-4911. Also telephone stickers are being circulated so 
that the fire phone number will be attached to every tele- 
phone in town. 


The town is still rated class “F’’ for insurance purposes 
which provides no reduction in insurance rates due to the fact 
that the presently owned equipment does not meet the Under- 
writers specifications. 


I am asking the residents to consider the purchase of a 
new fire pumper to provide your fire department with the ca- 
pability of offering you, the taxpayer, the protection which 
you have the right to expect, and also this purchase will re- 
sult in attractive insurance reductions over a large area of 
town as soon as the ‘‘F”’ class is reduced to an “E”’ rating. 


Along with my proposal for a pumper, I also wish to 
point out that the Fire Department has started to operate 
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Beano and it is hoped that we will be able to contribute to- 
ward this major purchase of equipment. 


An inventory of the fire station at present shows that the 
town has raised five thousand dollars over the usual fire bud- 
get since the department was started and the present value 
of the station and equipment contained in it is valued at $37,- 
700.00. 


I wish to commend the members of this department for 
the hundreds of hours devoted to the fire service since the 
department became a reality. It is impossible however for 
these men to provide adequate protection without more effic- 
ient equipment. A new pumper will be good for twenty years 
and I respectfully request your support of the article.

WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


White Pine Blister Rust is of real importance in Maine. It 
is a fatal fungus disease of white pine - a tree of great value to 
the State and towns. Blister rust control work is well establish- 
ed over much of the southern third of the State. Poland should 
give serious consideration to the benefits of continued protec- 
tion of pine in its area. 


Poland has 10,369 acres of pine now needing and justify- 
ing protection. Control work involves the working of these pine 
stands plus surrounding protective strips so that a total of 19,- 
938 acres needs to be worked. This year we recommend that 
Poland provide for control work on roughly 1,730 acres by vot- 
ing an appropriation of $200.00 to be expended by the State in 
its cooperative control program with towns. Any additional 
acreage now needing work can be provided for by succeeding 
appropriations. Other pine which may occur consists of stands © 
which have had control work or are composed of pine too 
sparse to justify control. 


Control work was last done in the above area in 1961. Pre- 
sent work needed is either to establish control in new areas or 
to re-establish control ‘due to increased infection chances since 
the last work. Once control is established it is usually 9-10 
years before re-working is necessary. 
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Without control of blister rust there would be little future 
pine resource. Control is good business in protecting this natur- 
al resource of a town with its consequent effects on taxes re- 
ceived through forest valuations. 


The values involved can be seen in the fact that the well- 
stocked stand of white pine on a good site and well managed 
for best growth can grow 500 board feet per acre per year. 


Total costs of protection are low - to the town it amounts 
to pennies in relation to the pine crop dollar produced because 
a town appropriation is approximately matched by Federal- 
State funds for direct control work. In the overall program 
costs in this Federal-State-Town cooperative control program, 
municipal funds amount to about 25% of the total. 


The key to blister rust control rests in the fact that the 
disease fungus lives alternately on white pine trees and currant 
bushes. Infection from one white pine to another is impossible. 
A period of time must be spent on the leaves of currant bushes. 
Control is carried out by eliminating plants growing in and 
around white pine stands. Small sizes or reproduction of white 
pine suffer the worst damage, although pines of all sizes are 
attacked. Losses of small pines are rather inconspicuous but 
seriously deplete the future resource. The general policy is to 
protect natural stands of white pine five acres and up in size, 
plantation stands of two acres and up. 


In order for a town to have a control program it must 
provide an appropriation to cover part of the costs. To realize 
control benefits, your town should make provisions for voting 
the above recommended appropriation for this year’s control 
work.

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REPORT OF 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
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SCHOOL DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To: Poland Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Poland. 


The year 1970 was one of considerable activity. It was a 
good academic year, in spite of considerable turn-over in staff. 


Last spring, the committee worked hard and long in the 
area of negotiations. The 1970 school budget made heavy de- 
mands on the taxpayer. Last fall, the committee’s attention fo- 
cused on preparing the budget which is included in this re- 
port. The net increase to the town request last year over 1969 
was about four mils; this budget request is about one and one- 
half mill more than 1970. 


Our major budgetary demand again ‘is in tuition. Increas- 
ing high school enrollments and the upsurge in rates both con- 
tribute to an increase of about $24,500. The instruction ac- 
count calls for about $9,400 more than last year. At least, there 
are two factors which will tend to alleviate another extremely 
heavy demand from the taxpayer: the subsidy return from the 
state will increase by about $15,000 for the budget year and 
we are going into the new budget with a balance of more than 
$8,000. This balance was caused by inflated tuition rates upon 
which we had to compute our budget. 


We are in a new legislative year again. School administra- 
tors are looking to the State of Maine to channel back more 
money to towns for general purpose aid. It does not look too 
promising. Legislators are going to be reluctant to add anything 
to the present tax structure. This feeling prevails on both 
sides of the aisle. . 


Your school, under Mr. Burns, has run very well. I firmly 
believe that we have a strong and dedicated staff at Poland 
Community School. 


I have enjoyed working in the interests of your school and 
your children.
